And We doe ſtraitly charge and 
command all Matozs, Juſtices of the Peace, Shiriffes , and all other Our officers and mini⸗ 
ſters whatſoeuer, and all other Our louing Dubiects, whom it ſhall, oz may appertaine, and 
eſpecially the Maſter and Wardens ofthe Company of Stationers of London, that from time 
to time they doe their vtmoſt endeauoꝛs, foꝛ the due obleruante of the Pꝛemiſſes, and foꝛ the dil⸗ 
couery and ſearching out of all Offencesand Offenders againſt this Our Royall command.
